 6 WWTPs discharging in SJR watershed
 Locations and Discharge Points

 Coliform levels generally low
 Nutrients generally low
 TOC-only measured at Modesto
 Salinity levels were high at several WWTPs
 40 total SSOs totaling 120,833 gallons



What Doesn’t Belong???



 Fresno and Modesto: Phase I permit holders

 Fresno – stormwater discharged to SJR
 No trends across sampling sites, but seasonally 

 Modesto – stormwater discharged to Tuolumne River
 Trends both across sampling sites and seasonally

 Low Impact Development (LID) – expanded to Phase II

 Hydromodification



 Nutrients
 6,238 Samples, 5,721 detects, 296 trace detects
 80 MCL violations

 Pesticides
 46,631 Samples, 712 detects, 391 trace detects
 MCL violations, 7 pesticides, Simazine only violation



 Fewer dairies, but more cows per dairy
 Regulations are working
 Only 6 Class I violations



 Stations chosen between Vernalis and Mendota 
Pool

 WQ increases from upstream to downstream

 Take Home Message:  Yes WQ increases 
downstream, but it still isn’t very good!
